The boy suffered a slight wound on 
the right side of his head where he 
struck the ground, but

Young McCoy was returning from 
school y esterday 
afternoon 
about 
four-thirty o’clock with a p arty of 
school mates near the Will Alex ander 
farm when he sighted the machine 
which Mr. Wolcott was driving. Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Wolcott the boy and 
all the children step p ed to one side 
to allow his machine to p ass while he 
was still several rod< distant from 
them. 
Then the boy as Mr. Wolcott tells 
the story jump ed into the middle of 
the road and went through several 
funny antics as if he was try ing to 
stay in front of the anfo as long as 
p ossible without being run over. Mr. 
Wolcott say s that he waved at him 
and y elled at him to get out of the 
road. 
The driver sajs that he was 
running about fifteen miles an hour 
when he first 
saw 
the 
group 
of 
children and then slowed down about 
half that sp eed. 
Mr. Wolcott say s that when he was 
y et several feet from the y outh he 
step p ed out of the road on the op p o­ 
site side from the crowd of children. 
Then at the last minute when the au­

road in front of the machine. 
Acting on the sp ur of a moment, 
Mr. Wolcott say s that he knew he 
could not avoid hitting the boy by 
1 browing on the emergency brake so 
he turned his machine as near at a 
right angle as p ossible and ran it into 
the fence a t the side of the road. In 
making the turn the fender caught 
the boy and knocked

Mr. Wolcott got out and found the 
limp body of the y outh near the back 
wheel where he had been drop p ed 
lie say s that he believed then the boy 
was dead as his body was motionless 
and his face white as chalk. He wa 
carried to the home of Will Alex an 
der which was not far distant and a 
p hy sician sent for.

In ord er to sav e 400,000,000 tons of 
coal from a mine that had been bu rn­ 
ing half a centu ry one of the most re­ 
m ark able operations in the history of 
American engineering has ju st been 
completed at Mu u ch Chu u k , Pa. 
The fire w as d iscov ered in the mines 
on Feb. 19. 18 59 . 
Du ring all the tim e 
it has been raging, while tw o genera­ 
tions were coming and going, it has 
consu med 10,000,000 tons of coal, esti­ 
m ated to be w orth $25,000,000. 
Su cceed ing ad m inistrations of the 
company ow ning the land hav e recog­ 
nized that the greatest serv ice they 
cou k l d o the com pany was to stop the 
progress of the flames before they 
finally got into the main d eposit and 
d estroy ed all the coal. 


Corl W o rth Billions In Danger. 
Fou r hu nd red million tons of that 
lay iu d anger, and this represented a 
v alu e of $2.000,000,000. 
It was a stak e well w orth play ing 
for and well w orth ex erting the last 
atom of ingenu ity 
and spend ing a 
fortu ne in cash if the ad v ance of the 
flames cou ld be check ed . 
One plan afte r another was tried by 
engineer afte r engineer, bu t the resu lt 
was alw ay s the sam e—failu re and a 
big ou tlay of mou ey for which no re­ 
tu rn cou ld be shown. 
In the early stages the blu nd er was 
mad e of attem pting to su bd u e the 
flames with w ater, bu t this only m ad e 
the situ ation worse. 
The w ater com­ 
ing in contact with the flames pro­ 
d u ced ex plosions that crack ed the coal 
open and mad e new paths along which 
the fire cou ld mak e its way .

The general shape of the P an­ 
ther creek coal basin has been lik ened 
to tha t of a m an’s hand , w ith the 
thu m b ex tend ed and the other fingers 
held together. 
The spu r that m ark s 1 
the thu m b ex tend s to Su m m it Hill, 
and at the end of the thu m b the slope 
w as originally opened u p. 
The point w here the tire started fifty 
y ears ago w as on the ou tsid e of the 
thu m b, 
it has tak en fifty y ears for 
the flames to eat u p this giau t thu m b, 
bu t afte r the accom plishm ent of the 
job the nex t step of the work of d ev ­ 
astation 
wou ld be to get into the 
main part of the hand . 
Once into the hand there wou ld hav e 
been nothing to stop the progress, and 
400,000,000 tons of coal m u st inev itably 
hav e been sacrificed . 
Bu t there is w here science, in the 
person of Engineer Lathrop, cam e to 
the rescu e, 
in ad d ition to being an 
ex pert on engineering su bjects 
Mr. 
L athrop is also the presid ent of the 
company , au d he has been for a long 
tim e d ev oting him self to stu d y of the 
su bject in ord er to sav e the great coal 
d eposit. 
He first tried in v ain the plan oí 
“slu shing holes.” 
Long borings were 
m ad e across the spu r and in ad v ance 
of the rapid ly mov ing flames. 
It was 
d ifficu lt work , for the heat w as great, 
and the men who gav e the battle had 
to be constantly reliev ed . 
Those 7 00 holes w ere d riv en d own to 
the w ater lev el and were then tilled 
w ith mu d . the id ea being to form a 
barrier of wet clay between the tire 
and the main coal d eposit. 


Slush No B ar to Flames. 
The d eepest of the holes was so d eep 
that it took 8 .000 tons of the slu sh to 
fill it. 
Bu t ten tim es tha t mu ch wou ld 
hav e prov ed u nav ailing. 
The flames 
♦ w ent right throu gh the slu sh the same 
as if it hu d been so mu ch com bu stible 
m aterial. 
In December, 19 08 , the tire went 
throu gh the last of the mu d d efenses 
and brou ght Mr. Lathrop to the d e­ 
cision that only one thing cou ld sav e 
the m ain coal d eposit. 
A solid con­ 
crete waif"m u st he placed ahead of the 
flames. 
This w as to be bu ilt ex actly on the 
sam e lines as the fireproof wall that 
gu ard s a d w elling—for instance, a the­ 
ater. 
Only in this case was presented the 
enormou sly d ifficu lt project of sink ing 
su ch a wall 17 5 feet d eep lu to the 
earth. 
It had to be tw elv e feet thick 
to m ak e su re that no flame cou ld get 
throu gh it, and in ord er to m ak e a 
long enou gh contact to the flames, 
som ething that they cou ld not work 
arou nd , it was necessary to hav e 1,050 
feet of it, or nearly one-fifth of a mile. 
In some places it was fou nd tha t 17 5 
feet of d epth w as not enou gh, au d the 
w all had to be carried d own to a d epth 
c f 247 feet.

The fire was only 400 feet aw ay 
when the work started . The engineers 
recognized that this was too close for 
safety , bu t they had no choice, for if 
the wall had been bu ilt any farther 
aw ay It wou ld not hav e cu t off the 
main bod y of the coal basin and hence 
wou ld hav e been u seless as a barrier.

1 0.—Last ev en in g, 
In a little ro o m in the basemen t o f the 
So merset co u n ty ho sp ital at So mer­ 
v ille, N. J., an attemp t was made by the 
metho ds o f the hy p n o tist to resu sci­ 
tate the hy p n o tic su bject Simp so n , 
who had ap p aren tly died while u n der 
hy p n o tic in flu en ce the n ight befo re. 
On so me ro u gh p lan k s raised to a ta­ 
ble’s height lay the bo dy —liv in g o r 
dead—o f the man Simp so n , who se 
mean s o f liv eliho o d had been as a su b­ 
ject fo r the slio wman -hy p n o tist, Ar­ 
thu r Ev erto n . 
Ev erto n in jail an d charged with 
ho micide, p ersisted in his declaratio n 
that Simp so n was n o t dead, bu t in a 
catalep tic state in which the hy p n o tist 
had p laced him fo r ex hibitio n p u r­ 
p o ses. 
Ev erto n had begged the au ­ 
tho rities that his frien d an d so metime 
In stru cto r, W. E. Dav en p o rt, secretary 
to the Newark p o stmaster, be sen t fo r 
an d be allo wed to attemp t to rev iv e 
Simp so n . This req u est o f the hy u n o t- 
ist the au tho rities after co n su ltatio n 
decided to gran t. 
In the early ev en in g Dav en p o rt ar­ 
riv ed in So merv ille. 
He was met at 
the statio n by Mrs. Ev erto n . 
They 
wen t to the ho sp ital, where they met 
E . 
H . Lo n g, co u n ty p hy sician , an d 
three members o f the ho sp ital staff. 
Dav en p o rt ex p lain ed to them that he 
had lo n g been a stu den t o f hy p n o tics, 
that he had p racticed it o n ly as a stu ­ 
den t an d that he bad co me In resp o n se 
to a p u p il’s cry fo r help an d wo u ld, 
with the do cto rs’ p ermissio n , attemp t 
to rev iv e the su bject Simp so n . 
Dr. 
Lo n g, fo r himself an d members o f the 
staff, agreed. 
In their o p in io n Ev er- 
to n ’s hy p n o tic su bject was dead. They 
p ro fessed n o esp ecial kn o wledge o f 
hy p n o tism an d were willin g to co n ­ 
cede that the man p o ssibly might be 
In a catalep tic state 
an d p o ssibly 
co u ld be rev iv ed. 
Mr. Dav en p o rt, after lay in g aside his 
hat an d o v erco at, p u lled the co v erin g 
fro m Simp so n ’s bo dy an d ap p lied his 


ear, as if listen in g fo r heartbeats. 
Then he slightly o p en ed the ey es o f 
the man , an d, brin gin g his o wn ey es 
clo se to them, lo o ked in to them in ­ 
ten tly . 
Dav en p o rt again ap p lied first 
his ear an d then the tip s o f his fin gers 
o v er the mo tio n less heart. 
Nex t he 
ben t his head do wn lo w o v er the head, 
p laced his lip s clo se to an ear o f the 
bo dy he so u ght to rev iv e an d said 
sharp ly , “Bo b.” He then fo llo wed with 
the wo rds, “Bo b, y o u r heart is beat­ 
in g.” 
Bu t there was n o mo tio n . 
The o p ­ 
erato r eagerly felt again o v er the 
heart an d again listen ed, an d then 
again sp o ke in to the u n hearin g ear: 
“Bo b, listen , hear what I say ; y o u r 
heart, y o u r heart is beatin g.” 
There 
was n o resp o n se, n o mo v emen t, n o 
flu tterin g o f the heart. 
After that Dav en p o rt p ressed u p o n 
the breast as if artificially to start a 
mo v emen t o f the heart an d then sp o ke 
in to the o ther ear: 
“Bo b, Bo b, y o u 
hear me? Yo u r heart is mo v in g.” 
Dav en p o rt step p ed a little aside, 
lo o ked at the u n seein g, half-o p en ey es, 
to o k u p his co at an d with a bo w to the 
do cto rs, started to leav e the ro o m. As 
he p assed Dr. Lo n g the latter asked. 
“What is y o u r ju dgmen t?” 
“I did n o t co me here to p ro n o u n ce 
ju dgmen t,” Dav en p o rt resp o n ded q u i­ 
etly , an d walked o u t o f the ro o m. 
On the v eran da o f the ho sp ital he 
was o v ertak en by a messen ger an d 
recalled. 
Dr. Lo n g sp o k e to him 
again : 
“Do y o u thin k that man is 
dead?” he asked. 
“I thin k he is dead,” Dav en p o rt re­ 
p lied. 
An au to p sy was then p erfo rmed by 
Co u n ty Phy sician Lo n g, assisted by 
Dr. Stillwell. 
It sho wed that death 
hail been cau sed by ru p tu re o f the 
ao rta, the main artery o f the heart. 
The p hy sician s declared this co u ld 
hav e been bro u ght abo u t by a strain , 
bu t they gav e n o defin ite o p in io n o n 
the n atu re o f the strain .
